The Fort Wayne Board of Realtors, in meeting on Thursday April 21st, 
strongly recommended that the city take the first step in funding 
for the purchase of a site for the Civic Center to be located in 
downtown Fort Wayne. 

We are in full agreement with the revitalization of downtown Fort 
Wayne, and know, that by purchasing the site at this time, it 
would give the private sector of the community reassurance to 
proceed with private investments downtown which is so badly 
needed at this time.

2. Will protect our tax base which will benefit everyone in the 
community. 

3. Will encourage new development and investments downtown. 

4. Will create new jobs and a better standard of living. 

5. Provide entertainment, meeting rooms and new business for 
the community. 

6. The funding of land for the Civic Center will show a commitment 
by the Public Sector to encourage the private sector to go for¬ 
ward with new buildings and revitalization of old buildings. 

We urge the City Council to proceed with the funding for the 
downtown Civic Center immediately.

TO THE MEMBERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL: 

Several weeks ago, following extensive community-wide public hear¬ 
ings, a Revenue Sharing package was submitted to you reflecting the 
needs and desires of the entire community. It is a package which ad¬ 
dresses itself to improving the economic climate of Fort Wayne, re¬ 
vitalization of downtown, as well as to the provision of public works 
projects in neighborhoods throughout the city. 

Considerable discussion about the fate of our Revenue Sharing plan 
has ensued since we learned recently of the unfortunate problem in 
the Community Development Block Grant application. In order to 
clarify the funding situation which exists in our Community Development 
and Planning Department, let me assure you that the second-year fund¬ 
ing under which we are presently operating is sufficient to continue our 
programs through the end of September. 

In the meantime, several persons in C.D.&P. are working diligently 
to reacquire our Community Development funds through the discre¬ 
tionary process. We have every indication that discretionary funds 
will be available to us in October. 

Therefore, let me stress that it would be unwise to hold Revenue 
Sharing funds in ransom until October. First, contractors in this 
area presently report a scarcity of construction business. Obviously, 
the fiscal implications of seeking bids for public works projects at 
this time make it desirable that we not wait until we are competing 
with the private sector. Competitively speaking, bids which we re¬ 
ceive now will be lower than they will be at the height of the building 
season.

In addition, the disastrous winter which we experienced mandates 
an early and thorough restoration of deteriorated streets. We sim¬ 
ply cannot afford to wait until next fall to begin projects which could 
not be finished in the time left before winter strikes again, and I do 
not believe motorists should continue through the summer with streets 
in the condition they have been this spring. 

Finally, let me assure you of my commitment to work with you in the 
event that certain Community Development funds are not received. 

Those funds which are received this fall will support the programs 
of Community Development and Planning into 1978, and I am willing 
to appropriate 1978 Revenue Sharing funds to make up whatever defi¬ 
ciencies may be noted in Community Development monies. 

The need for Revenue Sharing money has been well emphasized by the 
people of Fort Wayne and the immediacy of the need is readily apparent. 
I urge your support for all projects of the 1977 Revenue Sharing Appro¬ 
priation Ordinance.
